STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 17 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed "plurality of receive units "second radar-frequency 
oscillator"; "data bus and "clock signal generators ..." as set forth on lines 5- 
15 of independent claim 17, taken together and taken in the overall context of 
independent claim 17. 

Dependent claims 18-23 and 32 are allowable for at least the reasons for 
which independent claim 17 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 24 that is particularly characterized at 
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least by the claimed method steps of "emitting a signal from the transmit unit to 
an object" (line 5); "at each receive unit, mixing the signal reflected from the 
object with the clock signals in order to generate a measurement signal" (lines 6- 
8); "calibrating the clock signals carried out on the data bus based on a 
determination of a zero point of the clock signal" (lines 9-10); and "comparing the 
phases of two of said clock signals via the data bus" (lines 12-13), taken together 
and taken in the overall context of independent claim 24. 

Dependent claims 25-31 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 24 is allowable.
